Tho 
truth is that the. commercial and. fiscal 
policy of Germany, which they so much 
admired, bes been tried-in the balance and 
found wanting, Bismarck’s protectionism 
& outrance is commencing to bear fruit 
by no means calculated to mit: the palate 
of the German people. The statistics. of 
trade just published in Berlin skow that 
during Jost yoar tho , imports” increnscd 
by 724 million morks while the oz- 
ports diminished. by 39 million marks, 
Ono of Bismarck’s great objects in enforcing 
his protectionist policy was o restrict ox- 
ports, to get Germany to. manufacture 
heraelf what she formerly imported. The’ 
means-he adopted to secure’ that ond 
have’ miscrably failed. Since his: great 
fiseal coup, thot is since 1880, imports have 
continued: to increase,’ the. total augmmenta- 
tion duting tho ‘ton years being" more 
than a milliard of marks. Exports, on tho 


othar hand, have not increased corrés-' 


pondingly, They havo, during tlie decade, 
thruugh » seriea- of ups aud: downs, fallen, 
from 15.50 milliards to. 15.32" millisrds. 
The comparative tables forthe last ten 
years establish pretty conclusively this 
great fact—that protectionism’ only ‘gives 
favourable results during the frst year or 
two of its application. After the third or 
fourth year, ‘that ia after the raw material 
and the stocks introduced undor tho free 
trade aystem have been exhausted, the 
baneful effects of the tariff begin to be 
felt. Thera comes‘ about a gradual ‘in- 
crezse in the price of food stuffs, and in- 
dustry. Eegins to suffer from the rise 
in, the value of raw material: Only 
few essentially local industries partially 
eseaps the. inevitable economic - results 
of the policy of ‘commercial. exclusion, 
Despite the great efforts they have made 
and despite the so-called fosteriny’ care of 
thoir Government, ths Gersians have made 
comparatively little commercial progress 
during tho lest ten-years.-

that hour. The polieu arringed that 
Simone was to get out lest the brigands had 
set o spy on his movements, but that ata 
cortain apot 4 faithful servant was to take 
his place and the money, and proceed fo 
the rendezvous, followed at a short distanco 
by a picket of carabincers. ‘When the cor. 
vant arrived at the appointed placo his 
appearanco aroused the suspicions of the 
briganda, bat ho played his part so well 
that he-gained time for the soldiers to come 
up. Tho latter no sconor iasued from the 
shadow of the trocs than they wore received 
by alivoly fire from the brigands. “Wath. 
out replying to tha fusillade, however, for 
foar of hitting tho servant or the lwo cap- 
tives, the catarincers courageously ad- 
vanced.

THE CHARGE OF MANSLAUGHTER AGAINST 
A SOLDIER. 

Aloxander Lesliv, private in the lst A. 
& §& Highlanders, was charged with 
felopiously killing one Wong Oho on Slet 
July. Me Francis, instructed by Mr Cald- 
well, appeared for the defence. The fol- 
lowing gontlemen were sworn uf o jary: 
Messrs & L. Collingwood, H. Hyndman, 
W. Bi. Potte, C. H. L. Platt, G. H. Watt, 
W, Poate and A. G, Robbins. 

‘The prisoner pleaded not guilty. 

The Acting Attorney General (Hen. E. 
J. Ackroyd) said the charge against the 
prisoner at the bar, as the jury had heard, 
was thot of manslaughter. , Ho wes occus- 
ed of killing one Wong Cho, and the facts 
which were to be Inid before the jury were 
aa follows:—Dzceased was one of two 

nukah eoolies who wero employed at the 
hospital at Wellington Barracks. Ho was 
there, although off work, on tho night of 
Sst Tuly, Sn consequence of a report 
which was mado to Sergt.-Major Clark that 
night ha went up to tho place where deceas- 
ed was, and,- finding there waa something 
wroug with him, sont him to be.seen by 
De Yorr. Tr Yarr found the coolis in a 
stato of gullapse and administered somo 
brandy, which revived him, nnd then order- 
ed him to be taken to the Alice Memorial 
Hospital, The esol was put into a jin- 
ricksha for that purpose, bus somehow, the 
prosccnticn'did not know how, instead of 
heing sent to the Alice Memurinl Hospitel 
the injured inan was found next morning 
at-half-paat-six sitting on. the steps of the 
hospital at Wellington Buracke. Seryt.- 
Major Clark found him and endeayonred to 
get a policeman to remove him, After som> 
deley % message was sent te No. 2 Police 
Station and s policeman came. By this timo 
tho man had been put ina chair, but Dr Yarr 
who then appeared on the scenesaid th: mon 
was too ill to be taken tohospitul in that way. 
An antbulance was thon got, and the man 
was taken tothe Government Civil Hospital, 
whera he atrived about 11 a.m. He-died 
that day-about 2 p.m, It was therefure

Private Kirkpatrick said he was ona of

Pte. Leonards, hospital orderly, gavo 
similar evidence, He was positive it wna

Crose-examined—There was quito’ sulli- 
cient light in tho verandah to enable mo 
to recognise tle prisoner. I had nv ‘ coffvo’ 
after 1 got into tho barrack-room. Leslie 
was staggering.

WESTERN SHANTUNG. 
FLOODS AND FAMINE. 
12th July. 

Tho present is a remarkable scason, in 
the matter of rains, Ever since furcigners 
havo had any personal acquaintance with 
northern China (and apparently for gencta- 
tions provious) the so-called * rainy soagon’ 
has been in the habit of acting in—when it 
aota it at nll--aome timo in July, gonerally 
about the second week.. By that time the 
ground has generally becomo 50 parched 
that oven heavy rains aro rapidly absorbed, 
aa if tho ground were asponge. Later in 
July, and through August, other heavy 
rains follow. By and by the ground begins 
fo be soaked full, and will absorb no more. 
hen wator begins t» stand permanently in 
the low spots, and the rivers begin to 
brim. Then follows a period of wild activity 
amon; the villages on low land adjacent to 
the streams. At length tho river bank gives 
way somowhere, one or two counties are 
eubmerged, sll other localities are free 
from danger, und the autumn harvest is 
gathered in penes. Occasionally the heavy 
rails ato postponed even until the seventh 
moon ‘This was the caso two years ago in 
the eastorn end of this province, Whon 
tho rain did como, it was in what is termed 
acloud-burat, delnging the wholo land and 
washing the strogvling orops entirely out 
of the ground. It was thus that the Shan- 
tung Fapine of the antummn and winter of 
1388-89 was caused. This yoar, however, 
thu rain began in June, of itsolf a very 
dotided improvement. Ono heavy rainfall 
took place in the Chineso fourth moon—a 
sory anugual circumatance—and before the 
middle ofthe ffch moon, the heavy pilos 
of dark olouds frum the south indicated, 
sone countryman oxprossed it, that ‘tho 
wonther had como’ (ten lui tao lo.) 
After-many preliminary outruouers in the 
shape of singlo rains, on tho list day of 
June a steady downpour set in which np- 
pears tu have extendod cast and west for 
several hundred miles. It was what 
the Chineso greatly dislike, a slanting 
rain from the east, with a strong wind. 
Throughout the northern part of Ohina 
more than ninety per cont. of tho 
dwelling houses are built of adobo sun. 
dcicd bricks, which auaver fairly well ao 
long as thoy aro not exposed to the weather, 
But the soda which seems overywhere to 
abound in tho svil is constantly drawn up 
from the earth by enpillary attraction, and 
‘in epite of layers of boards, straw, or atalke, 
soon causes: the adobe bricks to decay nt 
tho baltom, crambling away little by little 
until a thorough wetting and a wind bring 
the whole wall to the ground. Although 
tho Chinese theory of architecturo requires 
an upright post under ‘every beam, the 
gountry people, who havo always an 
exighau3s supply of cash, generally econo. 
mize in their building, by leaving out: tho 
corner. poste, resting the rvof timbers 
directly on the ond walls of adobe. This 
stylo of building is. dangerous when tho 
house gets old, but it is cheapor by neveral 
strings of cash, and is thus sdupted. Tho 
consequence, in the late atorm, was the ruin 
of thousands of buildings, many of which 
" fellin-the night. Many cases are reported 
in which persons were killed by the heavy 
roof, but this seema to be a not uncommon 
incident of slanting summer storms, and 
excites no rurprise. The houses destroyed. 
will bo built again on the samo plan, in the 
hope that it msy be fi'ty years befura they 
fall the next time! 

The Chineso are seldom ata lose for an 
explanation of anything unusual, and the 
eccouitricities of tho weather are plausibly 
accounted for on the ground that, owing to 
tho interealary- aecond moon. the fifth 
month ig rently the sixth, and the sixth 
month isof course the time when heavy 
rains aro to be expected. It often seems 
; strangs to westerns that the uncertainties 
of a lunar year are not more felt by the 
Chinese ag a serious inconvenience. The 
evils attending such a culeudar are indeed 
recognised, especiilly. in years bringing in- 
turcalary mnths, when tho year, instead of 
comprising the theoretic | number. (never, 
actually realiscd) of 360 days, acthally 
covers 384 dayr. Itis a proverb that the 
| pour wan (who works by the day) is always: 
encountering a year with an intetcalury 
moon, when he gets only the same pay as in 
an ordinary year’ of about 354‘days, Tho 
inconveniences of the system are largely re- 
medied by’ the twenty-four ‘ periods’ which 
ara nlways given with every. Chinese calen- 


lunartime, thus fallingat fixed times, To the 
Chineso these 2! ‘ terms’ scem variable and 
the moons fired, while we take the reverse 
view. The convenience to the Chinese of 
having a calendar ly which to regulate the 
fairs and markets, which ore set for certain 
fixed days of the moon, is. so great that 
there is little probability of any -alteration. 
for 8 thoiwsand years to come, .Tho six h 
moon having ‘telescoped’ the fifth, the 
adage is called to mind, which Warns one 
against travel ‘in the sixth. and twelfth 
mouns.(liu’ ta yiich, pu ch‘ men.) "Even 
early in July the ordinary phenomena of 
Auzust- are experienced. The highway. 
Jeading from-Peking to Shanghai, which ts. 


already a shallow oanal impassable fur carts,

Since tho last paragraph was wrilton, a 
striking confirmation of tho trite closing 
observation has been offerded by the in- 
telligonce, which has doubtless reached 
the outside world by telograph before it 
does us by slow rumour, that-tho Yellow’ 
River ig ogain ‘all abroad,’ with sorious 
breaks on cach sido of its banka in the Ch'i- 
ho diatrict. A large part of the district that 
was inundated last year is now again under 
water, with the important diffarence that 
this year tho break has occurred so early 
that there is absolutely no possibility of 
saving any crops at all, in the oded cuun- 
try, Thesixth of the sixth moon is the 
proverbial date for the tasselling of grain, 
and theso disasters occurred towards the 
close of the fifth moon.’ The great high- 
way from Poking to tho capital of this pro- 
vineo ia totally cnt off. There is not water 
enough for boats of any sizo, 80 that carts, 
if nny aro adventurous enough to appear at 
so vnseasonable a time, make a drlotir to 
almoat exnotly the extent mentioned abave, 
400 li, to get 260 ti, Even ao, travelling is 
dungorous. The Ohao-wang river, 6 stream 
which is used os an outlet of the Grand 
Canal, is fuller’ than it has been for many 
years, and nearly all the bridges are under 
water, Most of theso bridges are mako- 
shift structures, witha few arches io the 
river-bed, and a raised bank of earth as an 
approach. In overy timo of high water they 
aro submerged, At vory infrequent inter- 
vals may be fortnd bridges raised on pillars 
made of worm-out stone rollers uscd for 
grinding grain, Thise bridges Inst a long 
time, but strangely enough they are not 
found at oither of the points whera tho 
‘Imperial roads’ cross this river, The 
traveller who dosires to seo himself trans: 
ported across one of theso streams at thie 
season of the yoar, has now a dramatic 
time, Ho finds a small ferry-buat about 
ten fect by fifteen square, which can take 
over b's cart, but Lot the animals, | ‘fhe 
crazy old punt is propelled by’ono man 
using 1 willow stick about a rod long, and 
no larger than one’s wrist. Tho progress 
is attherate of a mile nn honr. . It takes 
half an hour to get over, another half hour 
forthe boat.tu gat back, and ss. much 
longer for the buatmen to finish yelling 
at tho intending passengers, and ngreoing 
with them ‘on the amount of extortion to 
which they are to bo subjected, The trant- 
portation of the animals is a matter of 


somy. danger. Arriving at ono of theo 
ferries the other day, we wore mot by the 
information that, a day or two before a cart 
from Chinanfu to Peking, with a couplo of 
sinall officials, had come’ to grivé ot that 
exact spot. ‘I'he carter rofuscd 10 pay two 
handred cash to have two men hold the 
mules, which were swimming behind the 
ferry, but was willing to give, ono hundred 
cast, » This was declined, and he tried te 
hold both animals himself, with the r.eult 
that when one of the moles jerked away, 
the carter was dragged from the boat iut> 
the river, his guewe probably becume cn- 
tangled in something, aud his body was not 
found, The two mules got away, and aftr 
a long chase were recaptured. A drivor 
waa hired to take tho cart. and posnengors 
ete, to the nearest district city, whore the 
travellers were to mako a. report of the cir- 
cumstances to tho district magistrate. They 
would probably by obliged to return 10 
Chinanfu. The. loas of a life in this way 
(or in any other) is a very serious matter in

unprecedented at this timo of year. Une 
of the gaps is at Wuch‘eng,; endangering the 
city and ono is below Téchou. Thero is 
certain: to be wide-spread distress, over a 
large area, —N.-C. Dariy News.
